President McKinley and his advisers are 
becoming more amd more alarmed over the 
absence of advices from Minister Conger at 
Peking.

Mr. and Mrs. Woodward are old friends 
of Minister Conger, having met him in Des 


Moines many years ago. This friendship 


has been exceptionally close, and when Mrs. 
Conger was in Chicago last winter she 
stopped at the home of Mr. Woodward, on 
the corner of Grove street and Chicago ave- 
nue, Evanston. When she left she was ac- 
companied. by Mrs. Woodward and her 
daughter, Ione. They left San Francisco on 
Feb. 28 for Hawaii, where they remained for 
a short time. The party then left for Japan, 
and toured through that land. From there 
they went to Tien Tsin, where they met Min- 
ister Conger, and traveled by rail to Peking, 
where they arrived the latter part of April. 
They expected to leave again for America 
about Aug. 1. 
I am naturally worried,” said Mr. Wood- 
ward yesterday; “ but I can do nothing. I 
wish I could.

Months ago, when Governor Roosevelt 
went to Washington as the guest of the 
President, the situation was thoroughly 
talked over between the two men, There 
was not the slightest attempt on the part 
of the administration to persuade the Gov- 
ernor to take second place on the ticket. On 
the contrary, as is now known, the President 
met the Rough Rider considerably more 
than half way and displayed an extraordi- 
nary interest in his welfare. ae 
President McKinley expressed the opinion 
that Roosevelt's political career involved’ 
for him a repomination as Governor of New 
York, and that then, if his administration. 


was satisfactory, he would be in a position 


to take advantage of the natural current 
which would land him in the Presidency. 
The President strongly advised Roosevelt 


for Vice President on the ground that it 
would be political exile for him. At the 
same time Mr. McKinley expressed admira- 
tion for the Rough Rider and said he would 
be glad to see his name on the ticket as a 
source of undoubted political strength. 
Governor Roosevelt took this advice in the 
spirit in which it was intended and up to 
today had no thought of changing his mind. 


The current here, however, seems to have 


been too strong for him. He may vet at- 
tempt to check it, but it now looks as if the 
nomination for second place were almost as 
much of a foregone conclusion as that for 


President itself. 


Flock to Roosevelt. | 

Even men who do not Nke Roosevelt, and 
there are many such among the practical 
politicians, freely admit that he is the 
strongest man before the people. Delegates 
arriving here have followed out this Idea. 
They have all said that if the administration 
would indicate a preference for any one man 
they would see that the President's wishes 
were fully respected. When they reached 
Philadelphia and found no one here author- 
ed to say that the President particularly 
wished the nomination of any one man, 


their thoughts naturally turned to the pop- 


ular hero, and the Roosevelt boom accord- 
ingly has swept the hotel lobbies absolutely 
free of any mention of all other candidates. 

_ Loophole for Roosevelt. 

The Woodruff men are disheartened at 
the rapid change in the situation. They ad- 
mit that in all probability the name of the 
Lieutenant Governor will not be presented 
to the convention, Woodruff has said all 
Mon that he would not yield his hold in 
New York to any man except Governor 
Roosevelt, and now that the stampede has 
begun Woodruff is in a position to retire 
with the honors he has already won by 
having his name mentioned for a place on 
the national ticket. 

The sudden stampede toward Roosevelt 
has set certain of the colored delegates from 
the far South absolutely insane as to the 
possibilities of the situation. Some of them 
assert that Roosevelt is lable to become a 
stampede candidate for the Presidency 
against McKinley. Absurd as the idea evi- 
dently is, some of the negroes from the 
South claim to have been offered enormous 
Sums for their votes for that purpose. 

They remember the days when Platt, Quay, 
John Tanner, and others were histling for 
votes against McKinley in the South, and 
they seem to think as Roosevelt's fortunes 
are being promoted by the same crowd he 
will be necessarily a candidate against Mc- 
Kinley, so that their votes will be in demand 
at the old time price of $500 apiece. 

The poor fellows, of course, are doomed to

Manufacturers Again Re- 
fuse Demands. 


| DECIDE AT BIG MEETING. 


Federation of Labor Raps Demo- 
crats and Refuses to In- 
dorse Hornstein.

Nearly 2,000 members of the Amalgamated 
Woodworkers’ anion met at Twelfth Street 
Turner Hall yesterday afternoon in secret 
session to consider the refusal of the man- 
ufacturers to enter into a new agreement 
granting a 10 per cent increase of wages. 
The result of the meeting will not be officially 
declared before Wednesday, but it is be- 
lieved that the union decided to strike in 
the event of a second refusal on the part 
of the manufacturers. 

Between now and Wednesday a committee 
representing the woodworkers will com- 
municate with the manufacturers and en- 
deavor to reach an amicable understanding 
on the wage question. The chief effort will 
be to avoid a strike, and to this end it is 
possible a compromise will be arranged.

June 11 declaring they would not grant the 
demand for an increase to $2.20 a day, and 
their decision resulted in a referendum vote 
being taken by the local unions, the proposi- 
tion being on the ratification of the proposed 
hew agreement to take effect on July 1.

quo. Considering not only the cireum- 
stances under which this company secured 
its grant, but the enormous profits reglized 
hitherté out of the prices charged for gas 
in this city, the Council should, before grant- 
ing further concessions to the group of poli- 
ticlans interested in that company, look 
with care into the question of the supply and 
price of gas in this city, the permanent pro- 
tection needed by the public under consol- 
idation, and the direet return which should 
be reserved to the general Treasury for this 
important privilege. f 
Concerning the second measure there are

The loss to the city and to its 
trade interests mounts high into the mil- 
lions; and it will he long before either the 
city or the strikers recover yo the ef- 
fects of this debatch of violence. And 
what has been gaifed by the union? How 
many such lessons ‘will be needed before the 
labor unions learn that dynamite and mur- 
der are not legitimate means for settling 
their disputes?. |

NEW DUTIES OF CITIZENS. 

Almost every morhing the citizen of Chi- 
cago wakes up to find that a brand new duty 
has been left in a basket on his door step 
over night by one or another of the depart- 
ments of the city government. A few weeks 
ago it was decided that the only way in 
which it could be assured that the streets 
would be well paved was for citizens gen- 
erally to turn themselves into paving inspec- 
tors and spend their time in looking at bricks 
and making tests of cement. With this idea 
in view a school of instruction is being or- 
ganized by attending which every man may 
qualify himself to pass on the materials en- 
tering into the construction of pavements 
and gutters. 

Now Joseph Kipley, the eminent editor of 
the Police Bulletin, comes out with a state- 
ment that it is the duty of every citizen to 
keep his eyes open for poolrooms. If citi- 
zens fail to do their duty in this regard and 
do not promptly report every open poolroom, 
Mr. Kipley promises the poolrooms will be 
allowed to remain open, as his men ure not 
able to locate them. On the other hand, if 
the private citizen will hunt up a poolroom, 
secure the necessary evidence agaiust it, and 
then lead the short-sighted. sleuths to its 
open door, he will see that they do the rest. 

Possibly the average citizen may have 
been laboring under the delusion that he 
pays taxes in order to have men hjred to do 
this sort of work for him. He may have 
imagined that paving inspectors and City 
Hall detectives have nothing else to do but 
look after the work for which they are hired. 
He is mistaken. In the case of the detec- 
tives he has Chief Kipley’s word for it that 
they are too busy to locate poolrooms, even 
when they are running with wide open doors 
within two blocks of the City Hall. So far 
as the paving inspectdérs are concerned he 
may take the statement of Mayor Harrison 
for it that some of the inspectors are cer- 
tainly dishonest, while the others are by no 
means above suspicion. | 

Perhaps the average citizen, who has 
work of his own to do, will fail to rise to the 
emergency and refuse to let his store or his 
office take care of itself while he performs 
work which the City Hall apologists fail to 
handle properly. In that case he must ex- 
pect to be robbed and must expect holdup 
men, poolrooms, and gambling-houses to 
flourish. And he may as well understand 
that from the City Hall standpoint at least 
it will be all his own fault. 4 


SPAIN AND sOUTH AMERICA. 

Much interest will center in the proposed 
Spanish-South American congress which is 
to meet, as now planned, in Madriddn Octo- 
ber next. The political results of such a 
gathering will not be serious enough to 
arouse any ee or affeet the poliey 
of the United States, but it will be inter- 
esting to note how close in sympa thy and 
political alliance the South American states 
can get to the mother country, now that so 
many years have elapsed since they took the 
sword and cut the apron strings. English- 
men have declared that the school histories 
of the- United States are responsible for the 
fact that Young America continues fighting 
John Bull at Concord, an operation that 
never fails to revive old animosities. 

In South America, when the fight for free- 
dom was on, there was just as much bitter- 
ness of feeling as ever entered into the 
breast of the North American patriot. Ed- 
ucation in South America has been largely 
in the hands of the church. The majority 
of the clergy have felt kindly toward 
Spain. The result of this has been that the 


of feeling. It is idle to deny that the ties 
of blood held to Spain much of South Amer- | 
jean sympathy during the war in which the 
United States recently was engaged. It 
can hardly be supposed, however, that this 
sympathy and the alleged fear of a so-called 
Anglo-Saxon domination of the world can 
blind the South American republics to the 
fact that the great Northern nation is prac- 
tically the guardian of their interests and 
destinies. 

The program of the forthcoming congress 
includes these topics: Study of the economic 
relations between South American states 
and Spain, the organization of a Spanish 
South American permanent exposition, the 
foundation of academies of sciences and of 
arts, and of Spanish-American banks. 
These are matters which touch the materia! 
prosperity of the countries interested, and 
they might possibly add to their prosperity, 
but it is when the congress proposes to bring 
about a political alliance between the penin- 
sula kingdom and the Latin-American re- 
publics that it contemplates an unwise de- 
parture from the safe road. For the sake 
of their political institutions the South 
American should keep clear of “ entangling 
alliances” with any European states. 


THE PEKING PALACE INTRIGUES. 
A writer in the Nineteenth Century traces 
the tangled threads of tradition and in- 
trigue that have enabled the Dowager Em- 
press Tze Hsi to usurp the throne of the 
Chinese Empire. Originally she was not an 
Empress at all, but was given that honorary 
rank as the mother of Hien Furg’s only 
son, she being that Emperor's concubine. 
Hien Fung was succeeded by Tung Che, 
and this ambitious woman found her op- 
portunity when Tung Che died, in 1875, 
without an heir. Tradition demanded that 
the new Emperor be at least an adopted son 
of some branch of the royal family.- The 
infant Kwang Su, who is now the im- 
prisoned and deposed Emperor of China, 
was chosen. But he was not of the right 
generation to be adopted as the son of the 
late Tung Che, so he was introduced into 
the succession by adoption to Hien Fung, 
and t 
Regent until he should come of age, in 1889. 
She is the young Emperor's aunt. | 
This arrangement left the dead Em- 
peror, Tung Che, without an adopted heir 
to perpetuate his line. To meet this diffi- 
eulty it was decreed that when the child 
Emperor should grow up his first son should 
be adopted to Tung Che. Herein the am- 
bitious Dowager Empress found her second 
opportunity to seize the power, for the 
young Emperor, Kwang Su, has had no chil- 
dren. Having tasted the sweets of power 
as Regent, she reluctantly resigned the reins 
into the Emperor’s hands when he came of 
age in 1889, though for a long time she 
was still the real ruler. When Kwang Su 
began to exercise his own will and to ally 
himself with the reform moveinent of the 
Young China party, the Dowager Empress 
determined to take the power into her own 
hands again, and accordingly executed the 
coup d'stat of 1898, her excuse being that 
Kwang Su had not fulfilled his agreement to 
furnish an heir for the bereaved line of

But the general public will be 
interested to know that he is the alter ego 
of Count de Witte, the celebrated Minister 
of Finance of the Czar, and fills much the 
same position towards the Count as that 
Capuchin monk, Father Joseph, popularly 
known as the Grey Eminence,” occupied 
towards the great Cardinal Richelieu. 
Count Witte does nothing whatsoever with- 
out the advice and counsel of Rothstein 
and, inasmuch as Count Witte is far and 
away the most powerful of all Russian 
statesmen, holding the purse strings of the 
empire, and, as such, exercising an influence 
over every branch of the imperia) 

tration, the importance of Herr Roth- 
stein will be readily appreciaced. 

Lie the Minister, M. Rothstein is of 
humble origin, a Prussian by birth, and, like 
the Countess Witte, a Hebrew by race. To- 
day, it is true, he is a naturalized subject of 
the Czar. But he does not speak Russian 
well, although he is quick enough to dis- 
cover any flaw in a financial contract or 
agreement, drawn up in that language. He 
arrived in Russia about the time of the 
conversions of the Muscovite national 
debt, and made his début at St. Petersburg 
as the secretary of Hansemann of the Ber- 
lin Bank, who engineered the first conver- 
sion. By degrees he worked his way up, 
and today is a member of the Imperial Coun- 
cil ot the Treasury of the Russian Empire, 
governor of the Imperial Bank of Rugsia, as 
well as that Russo-Chinese bank, 
in very sense of the word a state institution. 
He is one of the rudest men that it is pos- 
sible to imagine, declaring that courtesy 
and pleasant manners are useless, since 
vou never win a game of chess with your 
heart, it is with your head.“ 
The brusquerie is astonishing in a coun- 
where the people of the lower classes, 
and especially of the Jewish race, are treat- 
ed with so much contempt and ignominy as 
in Russia, and it merely serves to illustrate 
how great is his power, since nobody dares 
to make him pay for his rudeness. It cannot 
be. aid that his appearance is prepossessing. 
He has the look of a sick Mephistopheles. 
His hair and beard are red, his shoulders 
dent, and all his movements indicate a sour 
temper and an embittered mind. He is ter- 
ribly short-sighted, wears double glasses, 
thas bad teeth, and a rather large but 
straight nose. 

‘He is held responsible throughout Europe 
for Russia's introduction of the gold stan- 
dard, and likewise for having persistently 
through his associate, Count de Witte, 
served as a sort of drag or brake to the 
enthusiasm of the advocate of the alliance 
between France and Russia. In fact, if to- 
day the alliance between France and Russia 
is still vague and indefinite, and if, Russia 
has repeatedly left France in the lurch, 
especially in connection with the Fashoda 
affair, it is largely ascribable to Herr Roth- 
stein, who never forgets his Prussian origin 
and seldom loses an opportunity of giving 
France a quiet stab. Indeed, today there is 
no nation whose capital, Industry, trade, 
and enterprise in Russia find so many ob- 
stacies placed in their way by the imperial 
government as those of France. 

M. Rothstein enjoys the distinction of being 
the first full-fledged Hebrew professing the 
faith of his father’s who has been admitted 
to the ranks of the hereditary nobility of the 
empire. He did not achieve this without a 
considerable amount of difficulty. For when 
he presented an application to the Assembly 
of Nobles of the Province of Smolensk, ask- 
ing that his name should be inscribed on the 
golden book of nobles of the province on 
the ground that the Order of St. Vladimir 
conferred upon him by the Czar carried with 
it hereditary nobility, the Assembly rejected 
the demand. The refusAl to entertain the lat- 
ter was not so much due to the personal un- 
popularity of the man, as by reason of his 
faith, as well as of the fact that he is re- 
ported to have commencd life as a Jewish 

dler. 

M. Rothstein thereupon appealed to the 
Senate of the empire, which is the highest 
tribunal in Russia, and after due delibera- 
tion the Senate issued a decree to the effect 
that M. Rothstein’s demand must be granted 
by the Assembly of Nobles of the Province 
of Smolensk, where the banker owns large 
estates, declaring that every recipient of the 
Order of St. Valdimir, no matter what his 
race or faith, becomes ipse facto by his ad- 
mission to the order an hereditary noble of 
the Russian Empire. The decree of the 
Senate recived the approval of the Czar, 


who, being a liberal-minded man, was prob- 


ably glad of the opportunity to figure as the 
first monarch of Russia to grant a patent of 
hereditary nobility to a professing Jew. 


In spite of all denials, I have every reason 
to believe the story that Herr Roth- 
stein has come to this country for the pur- 
pose of raising a loan which the Russian 
government sorely needs, and which it has 


| endeavored in vain to obtain in Europe. In 


fact, Russia has been for some months past 
knocking in vain at the doors of the various 
money markets in Europe, being in pressing 
need of money in order to meet extraordi- 
nary expenses in connection with the com- 
pletion of the transsiberian railroad, the 
increase of the navy, and the rearmament of 
the army. Indeed, it is France’s refusal to 
loan the money that, has led the Czar to 
abandon his project of visiting the Paris ex-. 
hibition. . 

The fact of the matter is that Russian 
bonds are a risky kind of an investment. A 
billion dollars’ worth of them—that is to say, 
one-third of the entire national debt of the 
empire—are held in France, and in the event 
of any great political convulsion in either 
Russia or France such gigantic quantities 
of these bonds held in the latter country 
would be suddenly thrown on the market 
that they would become a drug in the mar- 
ket, and the value of all Russian securities, 
whether held in this country or elsewhere, 
would be seriously affected. It may safely | 
be taken for granted that if the leading finan- 
ciers of London, Paris, Frankfort, and Am- 
sterdam, and Berlin have turned 4 deaf ear 
to Russia’s applications, that Russia's finan- 
cial condition is not as promising as it is 
asserted to be, and under the circumstances 
American investors would do well to hesi- 
tate before embarking their capital in Rus- 
sian loans. 


— 
It is asserted in the most positive manner, 
alike in Paris and in Berlin, that Emperor 
William has already visited the great exhibi- 
tion on the banks of the Seine in the strict- 
est incognito. He is said to have reached 
France by way of Belgium, and to have spent 
forty-eight hours in Parts, the delay in open- 
ing the German pavilion in the Rue des Na- 
tions being attributed to tho circumstance 
that some radical alterations in the internal 
arrangement of the structure were made by 
his order. It is not the first time that he 
visited Paris secretly. For he spent three 
weeks there during the Paris exhibition of 
1878, being the greater portion of the time 
the guest of English friends, and being con- 
fided to the care of the English, rather than 
of the German, Embassy, He was there un- 
der the strictest incognito as the grandson

New Feature in Commercial Circles— 
Will Locate Down-Town—May Es- 
tablish Other Houses Later—Ques- 
tions for Political Parties Concern- 
ing Initiative, Referendum, and 
Public Ownership—Progress Up to 
Date.
